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STATEMENT OF INOPERATIVENESS 
OR INVALIDITY OF ORIGINAL PATENT 
(Continued) 

Identification of at least one error in the patent: 

Claims 3-5 in the original patent recite a "prompting system for directing a user through a 
protocol, etc." It was error to claim the prompting system in claims 3-5 too narrowly in 
conjunction with both an oxygen delivery system and a defibrillator by making claims 3-5 
dependent on either claims 1 or 2. A separate independent claim should have been included that 
recited the prompting system more broadly in conjunction with an oxygen deliver)' system but 
not a defibrillator. The parent reissue application, US Application 10/457.958, filed June 10, 
2003, now US Reissue Patent no. 38,533, also does not include such an independent claim. New 
claim 12 in the subject continuation reissue application provides such coverage and therefore 
corrects this error.
